DIPLOMA  PROGRAMME  IN  TRANSLATION 

FRENCH  — ENGLISH  — FRENCH 

The  programme  is  designed  to  achieve  a close  relationship 
between  the  theoretical  and  practical  applications  of  j 
translating.  While  the  stress  is  on  comparative  linguistics 
and  stylistics,  students  will  also  learn  to  express  ‘ 

themselves  in  the  working  language  of  translation 
through  creative  writing. 

ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS 

Normally,  applicants  must  hold  a B.A.  degree  from  a 
North  American  University  or  have  equivalent  academic 
qualifications.  In  determining  such  equivalence,  | 

recognition  will  be  given  to  proficiency  in  French  and  j 
English  and  professional  experience  in  translation.  | 

In  addition,  candidates  for  admission  will  be  required  to  i 
pass  an  entrance  examination  which  will  admit  them  to  a 
three-year  programme.  For  those  who  do  not  satisfy  the 
requirements  of  this  examination,  but  who  show  promise 
in  translating,  a one-year  course  of  instruction  is  provided 
which  is  designed  to  upgrade  and  prepare  students  for 
admission  to  the  three-year  diploma  programme. 

PROGRAMME 

Students  are  required  to  complete  each  level  of  the 
programme  in  one  academic  year.  Successful  completion 
of  the  entrance  examination  allows  students  to  enter  the 
programme  at  Level  I.  An  examination  at  the 
completion  of  each  level,  requiring  a passing  mark  of 
65%,  admits  successful  students  to  the  next  level.  Upon 
successful  completion  of  Level  III,  students  receive  the 
University  of  Toronto  Diploma  in  Translation. 

CLASSES 

All  courses  are  conducted  during  evening  sessions  by 
university  instructors  and  professors  and  by  professional 
translators.  Each  level  involves  the  student  in  a two-hour 
evening  class  twice  a week  from  September  to  April. 

DIPLOME  DE  TRADUCTEUR

Le  programme  est  congu  de  fagon  a realiser  une  etroite 
association  entre  I’aspect  theorique  et  les  applications 
pratiques  de  la  traduction.  La  linguistique  et  stylistique 
comparees  occuperont  une  place  importante  et  Tetudiant 
apprendra  a mieux  s’exprimer  dans  la  langue  de 
traduction  grace  a des  cours  de  creation  litteraire. 

CONDITIONS  D’ADMISSION 

Un  etudiant  normalement  devra  etre  muni  d’un  diplome 
de  B.A.  d’une  universite  nord-americaine  ou  posseder  des 
qualifications  academiques  equivalentes.  La 
determination  de  ces  equivalences  tiendra  compte  de 
I’habilete  de  I’etudiant  a se  servir  de  I’anglais  et  du 
frangais  et  de  I’experience  prealable  qu’il  a pu  ayoi^r 
comme  traducteur.  Tout  candidat  qui  demande  a etre 
admis  au  programme  de  trois  ans  devra  subir  un  examen 
d’admission.  Pour  ceux  qui  ne  satisfont  pas  les  exigences 
de  cet  examen,  mais  qui,  selon  I’avis  de  I’examinateur, 
sont  susceptibles  de  devenir  des  traducteurs,  des  cours 
preparatoires  sont  prevus. 
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PROGRAMME 

L’etudiant  devra  completer  chaque  niveau  du  programme 
en  une  annee.  Ceux  qui  seront  regus  a I’examen 
d’admission  accederont  au  Niveau  I.  Un  examen 
compIMera  chaque  niveau  et  I’etudiant  devra  recevoir 
une  note  d’au  moins  65%  pour  pouvoir  acceder  au  niveau 
suivant.  Lorsqu’il  aura  complete  le  Niveau  III,  I’etudiant 
recevra  un  Diplome  de  Traducteur. 

HEURES  DE  CLASSES 

Tous  les  cours  sont  donnes  le  soir  par  des  professeurs 
d’universite  et  des  traducteurs  professionnels  eminents. 
Chaque  niveau  exige  la  participation  a des  classes  de 
deux  heures,  deux  fois  par  semaine  de  septembre  a avril. 

CERTIFICATE  PROGRAMMES 

The  Certificate  Programmes  provide  an  opportunity 
through  part-time  study  to  examine: 

BUSINESS  — The  basic  principles  of  modern  business. 

PUBLIC  ADMINISTRATION  — The  areas  of  political  and 
other  social  sciences  that  are  essential  for  an 
understanding  of  the  executive  branch  of  government 
and  its  functions. 

CRIMINOLOGY  — Some  of  the  basic  problems  in  the 
study  of  crime,  the  administration  of  criminal  justice  and 
the  treatment  of  offenders. 

ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS  — 1970 

NEW  ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS  WILL  BE 
INTRODUCED  FOR  THE  WINTER  SESSION  1971. 

CANDIDATES  OFFERING  ONTARIO  GRADE  13 
CERTIFICATES 

The  following  Ontario  Grade  13  subjects  (or  their 
equivalent)  are  approved  subjects  for  purposes  of 
admission  to  these  Programmes. 

One-credit:  Biology;  Chemistry;  Physics;  Geography; 

History;  Accountancy  Practice;  Home 
Economics;  Music;  Art.  A candidate  may 
present  for  credit  only  one  of:  Accountancy 
Practice;  Art;  Home  Economics;  Music. 
Two-credit:  English;  French;  German;  Greek;  Hebrew; 

Italian;  Latin;  Russian;  Spanish; 
Mathematics  A (alone);  Mathematics  B 
(alone).  If  both  subjects  are  presented. 
Mathematics  B is  given  only  one  credit. 
Three-credit:  Mathematics  A and  B (two  subjects). 

Candidates  will  be  required  to  offer  standing  in  at  least 
four  Grade  13  subjects  comprising  at  least  seven  credits 
and  including  two  of  English,  Mathematics,  another 
language,  with  a minimum  overall  average  of  60%. 

In  addition  to  the  above  admission  requirements, 
candidates  may  be  required  to  sit  a scholastic  aptitude 
test. 

Candidates  offering  certificates  other  than  Ontario  Grade 
13  should  enquire  at  the  Division  of  University  Extension. 


MATURE  STUDENTS 

Students  twenty-five  years  of  age  or  over,  residents  of 
Ontario  for  at  least  one  year,  who  have  a sound  academic 
record  and  a minimum  of  60%  in  at  least  one  Grade  13 
subject  or  its  academic  equivalent,  will  be  considered 
for  admission  as  mature  students.  Such  students  may  be 
admitted  to  the  First  Year  “conditionally”  and  will  be 
allowed  to  continue  on  successful  completion  of  the  First 
Year  subjects.  Possession  of  the  minimum  requirements 
does  not  ensure  selection.  Courses  with  scientific  content 
may  require  more  than  one  Grade  13  subject. 

Students  in  the  Certificate  Course  in  Business  are  also 
required  to  have  some  business  experience. 

First  year  applicants  are  required  to  see  a counsellor. 

To  assist  mature  students  to  become  qualified  for 
admission  to  the  University  of  Toronto  under  these  terms, 
the  Division  of  University  Extension  offers  three  courses 
which  will  be  recognized  by  the  University  as  the 
equivalents  of  Grade  13  subjects. 

ENGLISH  FACILITY  REQUIREMENTS 

All  applicants  are  required  to  submit  evidence 
acceptable  to  the  University  of  facility  in  English. 
Candidates  whose  mother  tongue  is  not  English  may  be 
required  to  indicate  an  appropriate  standard  in  a 
recognized  English  facility  test.  (Details  of  the  foregoing 
tests  may  be  secured  from  the  Secretary,  Division  of 
University  Extension.) 

The  University  is  prepared  to  consider  other  evidence  of 
English  facility  which  is  submitted  for  evaluation. 

PROGRAMME 

Successful  completion  of  six  subjects  is  required  for 
the  Certificate  in  each  programme.  No  more  than  two 
subjects  are  permitted  in  a session. 

CLASSES 

Classes  are  conducted  during  the  evening  session;  in  the 
case  of  the  Course  in  Public  Administration,  these 
courses  are  held  from  4:00-6:00  p.m.  Students  attend 
classes  once  a week  for  each  subject  undertaken  from 
September  to  April. 

APPLICATION  PROCEDURE

OTHER  PROGRAMMES 

The  Business,  Engineering,  Nursing  and  Special 
Programmes  section  of  the  Division  of  University 
Extension  offers  courses  which  do  not  lead  to  university 
degrees  or  certificates,  but  provide  opportunity  for  a 
systematic  study  for  persons  wishing  to  increase  their 
knowledge.  In  some  cases  students  may  undertake 
courses  leading  to  certificates  granted  by  institutions  or 
associations  in  the  business  community.  All  the  courses 
offered  are  designed  to  provide  the  student  with  a 
continuing  education  at  university  level.
